The present invention concerns a transmitter. 

2 • Closest prior art 

DE 199 05 071 A discloses a transmitter consisting 
of a measuring sensor, an electronics unit and a 
recording unit for regulating the signal current. 
The recording unit comprises an ohmic measuring 
resistor. 



3 • Novelty - PCT Article 33 (2) 



The subject matter of the present application 
differs from DE 199 05 071 A in that the recording 
unit has a magnetore si stive element/ the resistance 
value of which changes according to the magnetic 
flux generated by the signal current. The subject 
matter of claim 1 is thus novel. 



4. Inventive step - PCT Article 33(3) 

The stated technical differences lead to a reduction 
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in the heat loss from the transmitter, since the 
magnetoresistive element lies in an electric circuit 
that is independent of the current output of the 
transmitter. DE 44 10 180 A discloses a device with 
a magnetoresistive element for measuring current 
intensity, but does not suggest replacing an ohmic 
measuring resistor in a transmitter with this 
element. The subject matter of claim 1 is thus 
considered inventive. 

5. Dependent claims 

Claims 2 to 9 are dependent on claim 1 and therefore 
likewise meet the requirements of PCT Article 33(1) 
in respect of novelty and inventive step. 
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
